tncts and make them free.

T-ous bridges and ascertain the prices 
tor which they can be purchased This 
•committee held a meeting last Fnda> 
f\ emng and thoroughly discussed 


' the problem, and the

Taken was the preparation of a pro 
firatn of purchase, which includes the 
budges which the commissioners wit 
lie asked to purchase, together with 
The price which the committee sets 


'. on the bridges. 


The list of bridges to be purchased 


together with the estimated cost to 
the county, is as follows: 
New Smyrna to Coronado 
$ 25,000 


.Port Orange, with repairs

The- above committee will recom- 


mend to the county commissioners 
Tlie purchase of these six bridges, if 
they can be obtained at anywhere 
near the estimated cost, as suggested. 


Although there are four bridges at 


Daytona, all owned by the same com- 
jany, which also owns the Port Or- 
ange bridge, the committee favors 
the purchase ot only the concrete 
Abridge. 


The program as mapped out calls 


'or the building of a new bridge over 
:he St. Johns river at the Osteen fer- 
•y. which will connect the road from 
:his city to interior points and will 


the connectiag link between the 


•coast and interior cities. 


It will also require the building of 
| a new bridge at Ormond, as the 
bridge at that place is owned by the 
Tailroad company and is used for car- 
rying its trains to the Ormond hotel. 


A large delegation of citizens of 


Daytona and vicinity will attend the 
county board meeting Monday to ar- 
gue for a free bridge program and it 
is believed the sentiment is favorable

ALL TOLL BRIDGES 


'.BOARD WILL TAKE MATTER UP 


FOR 
DISCUSSION 
AND 
DECI- 


SION AT MEETING TO BE HELD 


MONDAY. 


The board of county commissioners 


may call a bond election for the peo- 
"fle of Volusia county to decide the 
question of whether to issue bonds 
lu the whole county for the purpose 
•of purchasing all toll bridges and 
making them free to the public. The 
matter will 
be discussed and prob- 


ably decided at the regular meeting 
of the board to be held next Monday. 


Ther agitation started by the people 


of New Smyrna and Coronado for 
the purchase of the toll bridge here 
by this road district lias started the 
movement, which lias spread over 
the entire county. Now the people 
of other sections of Volusia county 
-*re demanding that the pounty pur- 
chase the toll bridges in their dis- 
tricts and make them free. 


At the last meeting of the board 


the matter was discussed and a com- 
mittee appointed to make an investi- 
gat'on of the condition of the va- 
T-OUS bridges and ascertain the prices 
tor which they can be purchased This 
•committee held a meeting last Friday 
*n piling and 
thoroughly discussed 


the problem, and the final action 
Taken was the preparation of a pro- 
sram of purchase, which includes the 
budges which the commissioners will 
>je asked to purchase, together with 
the price which the committee sets 
on the bridges. 


The list of bridges to be purchased, 


•together with the estimated cost to 
the county, is as follows: 
Mew Smyrna to Coronado

The- above committee will retrain- 


mend to the county commissioners 
The purchase of these six bridges, if 
they can be obtained at anywhere 
near the estimated cost, as suggested. 


Although there are four bridges at 


Daytona, all owned by the same com- 
pany, which also owns the Port Or- 
ange bridge, the committee favors 
the purchase ot only the concrete 
bridge. 


The program as mapped out calls 


for the building of a new bridge over 
the St. Johns river at the Osteen fer- 
ry, which will connect the road from 
this city to interior points and will 
be the connectiag link between the 
•coast and interior cities. 


It will also require the building of 


ia new bridge at Ormond, as the 
bridge at that place is owned by the 
railroad company and is used for car 
rying its trains to the Ormond hotel. 


A large delegation of citizens of 


Daytona and vicinity will attend the 
county board meeting Monday to ar- 
gue for a free bridge program and it 
is believed the sentiment is favorable 
-all over the county 


If this program is not carried 


through. Commissioner Swoope wil. 
recommend the purchase of the Cor 
onado bridge by this road distnct 
for the purpose of making it a free 
tridge.
